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Introduction 


The inscriptions in this book were copied from the tombstones in the Old 
Methodist Burying Ground on Broad Street Bloomfield (near Yantecaw Avenue) 
and from the tombstones in the Graveyard of the Dutch Reformed Church of 
■'Stonehouse Plains 1 ' (now the Brookdale section of Bloomfield). The copies 
were made by members of the Major Joseph Bloomfield Chapter of the D. A a 
R. and presented to the Bloomfield Public Library. 

In 1952, copies of the inscriptions in the Old Methodist Burying 
Ground made by Mr. Allison Dodd were given to the library by his son. In 
most cases these copies duplicated those already in the library. In a few 
cases there were variations in spelling of the names or the dates. These 
have been listed and added to the original lists. The Index which will be 
found at the end of the book includes the names from all three lists arranged 
in one alohabet, the spelling used is that given in the original lists.
